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COUNCIL'S VOW 
OVER BID PLAN

SHROPSHIRE Council boss¬ 
es say they are committed to 
helping Oswestry become a 
Business Improvement Dis¬ 
trict - despite key talks having 
to be postponed at short no¬ 
tice after the shock resigna¬ 
tion of leader Keith Barrow. 

Mr Barrow, who represented 
Oswestry South Division, quit the role 
on Friday with immediate effect. 

His resignation meant a crucial meeting on 
Monday to discuss whether Oswestry should be¬ 
come a Business Improvement District, or a BID 
as it is known, had to be cancelled at the elev¬ 
enth hour. Attaining BID status will, through a 
levy on businesses, allow other channels of fund¬ 
ing to be opened up for Oswestry town centre to 
improve footfall and boost trade. 

Mr Barrow was due to have been at the talks 
with BID UK representatives and Oswestry 
Chamber of Commerce and Oswestry Town 
Council representatives. 

However, Councillor Steve Charmley, who re¬ 
mains as Shropshire Council’s deputy leader has 
pledged his support for the BID scheme. 

Wisdom 

Councillor Charmley, who represents Whit¬ 
tington on Shropshire Council, said: “I very 
much want to help and, diary allowing, will 
certainly be at the rearranged meeting. I 
was involved in a small way in setting up the 
Shrewsbury BID and hope I can contribute some 
pearls of wisdom. There were some teething 
problems in Shrewsbury and Oswestry could 
learn from those. Shropshire Council would 
be involved in a substantial way if Oswestry 
became a Business Improvement District as it 
would be contributing to the levy imposed on 
each business property in the town. For example 
we have the council offices and the leisure cen¬ 
tre in Oswestry.” 

Councillor Malcolm Pate is awaiting formal 
election as the new Shropshire Council leader 
at its full meeting on Thursday next week. 

Jools Payne, chairman of Oswestry Chamber 
of Commerce, said she was keen to rearrange 
the key BID meeting. She said: “Clearly this is a 
difficult time for Keith Barrow and the timing of 
his resignation with immediate effect on Friday 
wasn’t great for Oswestry Chamber either. 

“We had a long-standing all day meeting in 
the diary for Monday to scrutinise the potential 
to progress a BID proposal for Oswestry with 
Keith, his deputy Steve Charmley, consultants 
from BID UK, key members of Oswestry’s busi¬ 
ness community and several councillors from 
Oswestry Town Council taking part. 

“Chamber remains keen to explore the 
Oswestry BID potential and I will be inviting 
the new leader and deputy to participate in that 
discussion when things settle down a bit for 
Shropshire Council in the New Year.”

Traders hope the festive feelgood factor will 
continue tomorrow (Friday) when they stage 
Oswestry’s inaugural late night Christmas 
shopping event. 

Many shops have agreed to stay open late 
for the Christmas Retail Experience and there 
will be a variety of attractions and entertain¬ 
ment. 


A Santa’s Grotto will be set up at the Guild¬ 
hall and a special Christmas Trail has been 
established for families to enjoy. 

Live music will be performed at various key 
points around the town and there will be sev¬ 
eral street stalls. 

Meanwhile, the Christmas spirit is alive and 
well in Welshpool after many people attended 
the switching-on of the town’s Christmas 
lights on Friday and then visited its annual 
winter festival on Saturday. 

Town Clerk Robert Robinson said: “You 
only have to see how many people come into 
the town for the Winter Festival to see how 
much it matters.”

Future Fit row is 
'placing healthcare 
of residents at risk' 

SHROPSHIRE’S Future Fit hospital 
debate is placing at risk the adequate 
healthcare of Oswestry residents, coun¬ 
cillors have claimed. 

The town council is calling on health 
chiefs to provide an urgent care cen¬ 
tre for Oswestry now and take it out of 
the Future Fit discussion programme. 
Councillors said Future Fit, which aims 
to redesign the county’s health services, 
was in disarray. A preferred option for 
the location of a new single A&E unit for 
Shropshire, either at Telford’s Princess 
Royal or the Royal Shrewsbury Hospital, 
was due to be announced by those leading 
Future Fit in October. But neither option 
properly addressed a £20 million-plus 
deficit for health services in Shropshire 
and the decision was deferred. 

Former mayor Councillor John Gareth 
Jones raised his frustration at Monday’s 
Oswestry Town Council meeting. He said 
after the meeting: “We are getting no¬ 
where, it is all talk and no action. Already 
£3 million has been spent on talking 
about it and they haven’t got anywhere.” 

The council is to write to Shropshire’s 
Clinical Commissioning Group saying 
it believes the Future Fit programme 
“places at risk adequate healthcare for 
the Oswestry residents”. It will urge the 
group to provide an urgent care centre for 
Oswestry and take the matter out of the 
Future Fit programme.

Bridge closure to 
remain in place 

AN 18th century bridge remains closed 
amid fears it could collapse because of re¬ 
cent flooding. 

Llandrinio Bridge on the B4393 over 
the River Severn north of Welshpool will 
remain shut until water levels recede, 
council bosses have said. It was found to 
be at “significant risk” of collapsing last 
week and engineers from Powys County 
Council will investigate the damage in the 
near future. 

The bridge was affected by severe flood¬ 
ing which hit the Oswestry and Welshpool 
area.

COUNCIL tax increases alone 
cannot replace funding lost to 
Powys under national economic 
changes, the county council has 
warned. 

Powys County Council has just 
ended a budget consultation exercise 
which asked the public for views on 
how it should reduce its spending by 
£27m over the next three financial 
years. 

Council leader Barry Thomas said: “Dur¬ 
ing the consultation we received a great 
deal of very positive feedback but were also 
asked by many residents why the council 
tax increase of four per cent that we ap¬ 
proved earlier this year was not enough 
to balance the four per cent cut in govern¬ 
ment support and why we are still looking 
for savings. 

“The council receives its funding from 
three main sources, two controlled by the 
Welsh Government - the revenue support 
grant and funding from business rates - 
and the third being the money raised lo¬ 
cally through council tax.” 

Cabinet member for finance, Councillor 
Wynne Jones added: “Although local gov¬ 
ernment finance is complex the answer is 
quite straightforward, it is the relative size 
of the funding pots that makes the differ¬ 
ence. 

“Since government funding makes up the 
vast majority of our budget a four cut in 
their side is much larger than the four per 
cent on our side. 

“If we assume a budget of £300m - for 
illustrative purposes only - the Welsh 
Government element would be £225m and 
council tax raised in Powys would be £75m. 

“A four per cent cut in the Welsh Govern¬ 
ment side reduces funding by £9m while a 
four per cent increase in council tax pro¬ 
vides an extra £3m leaving a £6m shortfall. 

“When you add inflationary pressures 
caused by wage increases, national insur¬ 
ance, unavoidable legislation changes and 
increased service demands the size of the 
problem becomes all-too clear. 

“We would have to increase council tax 
by around 24 per cent to offset national 
spending changes, something that is not 
acceptable.” 

“As a consequence the council will have 
to continue looking for savings reductions 
across all council budgets for the foreseea¬ 
ble future,” he added. 


A PUB in a north Shropshire village has re¬ 
opened as the latest to be run by a county 
brewery. 

The Talbot in Ruyton-XI-Towns, near 
Oswestry, is the 20th to be taken over by 
Joule’s Brewery of Market Drayton and has 
reopened after a major refurbishment. 

Landlady Joanna Lewis said: “We have 
been overwhelmed by the support and en¬ 
couragement we have had from family and 
friends. 

“Equally from locals we have had the 
pleasure of talking to and meeting through 
our weekends spent cleaning and planning. 


“We are excited about our future here 
and the wonderful traditional pub we are 
taking on. We look forward to showing that 
there is plenty of life in the old dog yet.” 

To celebrate the reopening of The Talbot, 
known locally as The Dog, Joule’s Brewery 
prepared a commemorative brew, Captain 
Luxmoore’s Extra Sunshine Ale, which 
was offered as a complimentary pint to all 
guests attending the official opening last 
Wednesday. 

And the brewery team was honoured to 
have members of the Parry family attend 
the opening. From 1911 to 1985 the Parrys 


served the community of Ruyton-XI-Towns, 
first Edward the brewer in 1911, then 
Charles Parry and finally Reg Parry up 
until 1985. Reg’s family were in attendance 
of the opening and very happy to view the 
restoration project that had taken place and 
to celebrate with a pint. The refurbishment 
included the old 15th century brewhouse 
where much of the original timber wattle 
and daub frames still remain. The origi¬ 
nal old oak beams and joists have all been 
painstakingly restored by hand stripping 
layer after layer of the residual paint which 
has been covering the building.

Woman faked 
robbery on 
her last day 

A PUB’S assistant manager faked a 
robbery while she was supposed to be 
taking more than £5,000 to the bank 
on her last day at work. 

Sophie Gibbons had swapped her 
shift at the Highwayman pub in 
Oswestry so she would be trusted with 
taking the money during the morning 
shift on July 26 last year, Shrewsbury 
Crown Court was told. 

The 22-year-old dialled 999 on her 
way to say she had been the victim of 
a robbery. 

But the court heard Gibbons had in 
fact known the person who had taken 
the money and the whole thing had 
been set up. 

Soon after she admitted the story to 
police and told officers she had been 
threatened and pressured into taking 
part. 

Gibbons, of Sandringham Avenue 
in Oswestry, was handed a 16-month 
suspended sentence after admitting to 
conspiracy to steal and doing an act 
tending and intending to pervert the 
course of justice. 

Debra White, for Gibbons, said: “At 
the time she committed these offences 
she was a young woman who was ad¬ 
dicted to heroin.” 

Gibbons was also given a 12 month 
supervision order and will have to 
complete a seven week residential 
programme at a rehabilitation centre. 

She was also ordered to do 120 
hours unpaid work. 

Expert at No 10 
for housing talks 

A SURVEYOR has been to Number 
10 to help government advisors look 
at dealing with Britain’s housing 
shortage 

Philip Meade, of Davis Meade Prop¬ 
erty Consultants in Oswestry, was 
asked to join talks to find ways to 
speed up house building. 

Mr Meade visited Downing Street 
in his role as chairman of the Royal 
Institution of Chartered Surveyors 
(RICS) Dispute Resolution Profes¬ 
sional Group Board. 

He and the institute’s head of re¬ 
search and development, Martin 
Burns, spent an hour and a half in 
discussions at Number 10 with policy 
advisers. 

“The invitation to visit Number 10 
followed on from meetings with the 
housing minister Brandon Lewis back 
in October at which various ways to 
help speed up the planning process 
were discussed,” said Mr Meade.

David Evans, chief operating of¬ 
ficer of Telford Clinical Commission¬ 
ing Group, told board members at a 
meeting on Tuesday that following 
the decision to defer much work had 
been happening to move the process 
forward. 


He said: “We now have a new time 
line set out. This time line shows that 
we hope to have a preferred option in 
June 2016 and formal public consul¬ 
tation will take place from December 
2016. We hope to reach a final decision 
in June 2017. This assumes that the 
authorisation process will take place 
in the time allotted. This is a risk and 
it could take longer. 

"These external approvals are not 


within the programme’s control. We 
will do everything we can to stick to 
the timetable. There is still work to be 
done on rural urgent care and commu¬ 
nity fit.” 

Mr Evans said at the last Future Fit 
programme board meeting, members 
reviewed the draft workforce case for 
change. He said workforce challenges 
was one of the key reasons why Future 
Fit was needed in the first place.

Fire crews from Bishop’s Castle, 
Clun, Prees and Tweedale were also 
sent to the scene, along with an envi¬ 
ronmental protection unit.

Warning issued as area 
dries out from flooding

COUNCIL bosses have remind¬ 
ed residents and visitors to take 
extra care in Mid Wales after the 
region was hit by flooding. 

Walkers in Powys are being warned 
that walking trails remain affected by 
the recent severe flooding. 

The Severn Way Recreational Trail and 
the Offa’s Dyke Path National Trail are 
both hazardous due to flooding. 

The section of public footpath shared by 
both trails between Pool Quay and Llandri- 
nio is almost impassable due to the River 
Severn breaching its banks. Llandrinio 
Bridge, which carries the Severn Way, is 
closed for the foreseeable future. 

Powys County Councillor John Powell, 
Cabinet Member for Countryside Services, 
said: “We are advising walkers and the 
public not to venture along the section of 
the trails in this part of the county. Users 
of the Offa’s Dyke Path National Trail are 
being advised to get on the Montgomery 
Canal towpath at Buttington Wharf and 
head north to re-join the route of the trail 
at Four Crosses.” 

This week’s fresh warning comes as the 
region continues to dry out after severe 
floods over past weeks, particularly in vil¬ 
lages around Welshpool and Oswestry. 

A van driver had to be rescued after get¬ 
ting stranded in three feet of water. 

The driver was rescued from Back Lane 
in Llandrinio by a water rescue team in a 
boat after the alarm was raised just after 
noon on Wednesday last week.

Changes at the top for 
council after resignation

THE man ousted as the leader of Shropshire Council to make way for 
Keith Barrow will take control of the authority again. 

Malcolm Pate was nominated as the new leader of the Conservative admin¬ 
istration at Shirehall at a behind-closed doors meeting of the Tory group on 
Monday. 

Councillor Pate is now awaiting formal election as leader of the council at its full meet¬ 
ing on Thursday next week. He was removed from his post by his Conservative colleagues 
in a secret ballot in June 2009. He was replaced by Mr Barrow. Mr Barrow, 62, who 

- -—-—- represented Oswestry South, stepped down 

“ on Friday just weeks after he was found to 

have breached the council’s code of conduct 
over the declaration of a business interest. 

In a further development, West Mercia 
Police confirmed over the weekend it was 
investigating a complaint against a Shrop¬ 
shire man over alleged misconduct in a 
public office, which is believed to relate to 
Mr Barrow, who lives in Trefonen, near 
Oswestry. 

Mr Barrow said he was proud of his time 
leading the authority but that his motiva¬ 
tion had “wavered in recent months”. 

Last month Mr Barrow apologised after 
an independent council investigation con¬ 
cluded that he had failed to declare an in¬ 
terest during a board meeting of council 
firm, IP&E - a company he was instrumen¬ 
tal in setting up. 

He was also ordered to undergo code of 
conduct training. 

He said: “To have led the council for such 
a long time has been a huge challenge and 
an honour. As my motivation has wavered 
in recent months however I have decided 
to announce with immediate effect my deci¬ 
sion to stand down from Shropshire Council 
as leader and to step down as a councillor 
simultaneously to ensure my constituents 
have the opportunity to elect a new repre¬ 
sentative and the council has the leadership 
it needs for the challenges ahead.” 

Earlier this year the former leader had 
told his local Conservative association that 
he would be standing down after the next 
election. 

He said: “In recent weeks I have reflected 
on my decision to plan my retirement from 
the council and on reflection my intention 
to retire means that the people of Shrop¬ 
shire and my constituents are not getting 
all they can from me in terms of leadership 
of the council. 

“Presently the council is working on its 
financial strategy up until 2020 and the 
leader of the council should be involved in 
leading that project and committed to serv¬ 
ing as leader and as a councillor for that 
period in my view.” 


Praise for 
ex-leader 
after move 

SHROPSHIRE Council colleagues have 
given warm praise to former leader Keith 
Barrow after his shock announcement on 
Friday to quit the authority. 

Mr Barrow quit the leadership role and 
as councillor for Oswestry South. 

Shropshire Council deputy leader Steve 
Charmley said: “He did a fantastic job for 
the county but it is a long time to be in the 
job - six and a half, seven years, and it does 
wear you down. 

“Keith’s legacy is that he led this council 
through the difficult years and Shrewsbury 
University will stand as a long-lasting trib¬ 
ute to his leadership.” 

David Lloyd MBE, a senior member of 
Shropshire Council for Gobowen, Weston 
Rhyn and Selattyn, said: “I am extremely 
sad that Keith Barrow has decided to resign 
from the Council and as Leader. 

“A consummate politician with the gift 
of dealing with complex budgetary issues 
he has exercised those skills in the face of 
remorseless economic pressure.” 

However, Liberal Democrat Councillor 
Andy Boddington, who represents Ludlow 
North, called for a “new broom” at the 
council following Mr Barrow’s resignation. 

He said: “I would say it is time for a com¬ 
plete change. We need a leader who will 
create consensus in the council and across 
the county. 

“I would like to see scrutiny committees 
become what they are meant to be - inde¬ 
pendent scrutiny committees that chal¬ 
lenge what the leadership does.”

A CHIRK woman has inherited a mystery - 
and is hoping the public can help her solve 
the puzzle.

Dealership 
set to close 
down branch 

A SHROPSHIRE car dealership group is 
set to close its branch in Oswestry. 

The JT Hughes Honda and Nissan ga¬ 
rage on Victoria Road in Oswestry will 
close on February 1. 

It will allow the business to focus on op¬ 
erations at its three other sites in Shrews¬ 
bury, Telford and Newtown, according to 
bosses. 

In a letter to customers, managing direc¬ 
tor John Hughes said the closure followed 
a review of the business. 

He said: “Following a review of the busi¬ 
ness, JT Hughes will be making a signifi¬ 
cant change to the way it provides sales and 
service care for our customers. 

“From February 1 the JT Hughes dealer¬ 
ship at Oswestry will close. 

“We realise this will affect people like 
you, who use Oswestry for new and used 
car sales and servicing. 

“However, the business continues to 
grow at our other dealerships - all of which 
are gearing up to service our Oswestry cus¬ 
tomers’ needs.” 

The Victoria Road site currently occu¬ 
pied by the dealership is to be used by a 
new Lidl shop, which was granted planning 
permission in October. 

JT Hughes had originally planned to re¬ 
locate to larger premises elsewhere in the 
town. 

It is currently unknown whether staff 
at the dealership will be found jobs at the 
other sites or will face redundancy. 


Judge Rhys Rowlands, sitting at Mold 
Crown Court on Monday ordered him not 
to approach his victim or her address, or 
to post anything about her on social media. 

The judge said that he could not be sure 
that the defendant had taken the knife to 
the victim’s flat, but he had certainly taken 
it from the kitchen to her bedroom where 
the attack took place. 

“You claim to have no recollection of 
what you did that day, putting your mem¬ 
ory loss down to the fact that you had been 
drinking,” Judge Rowlands told him. 

“Whether that is a genuine loss of recall, 
only you will know.” 

Jones had said in a letter to the court 
that he fully regretted what he had done 
and was disgusted with himself. He wanted 
the victim and her family to know how 
sorry he was. But the judge said that had 
a hollow ring to it - because he had denied 
the charge and was convicted at trial and 
his first reaction to the police was that the 
victim had started to self harm in front of 
him and he left in order to defuse the sit¬ 
uation. In a victim impact statement the 
woman, who suffered three deep and po¬ 
tentially life-threatening stab wounds to 
the abdomen, said she now suffered night¬ 
mares and flashbacks and had been unable 
to return to her own home where the attack 
occurred. Jones was convicted by an 11 to 
one majority by the jury on November 11. 

His trial had heard that the attack hap¬ 
pened in Wrexham on May 10 this year 
when Jones had gone to the victim’s flat 
drunk and, after threatening to kill the 
victim, he followed her to the bedroom 
and pulled out a large kitchen knife from 
inside his jacket. Mark Connor, prosecut¬ 
ing, said Jones told her she had better ring 
her daughter and smoke her last cigarette 
before dragging her onto the bed and stab¬ 
bing her. 

Duncan Bould, for Jones, told the court 
that, now sober, his client deeply regretted 
what he had done and had taken positive 
steps to rehabilitate himself. 


A TEENAGER who died during a fitness 
training session will be remembered at a 
concert on what would have been his 21st 
birthday. 

Matthew Dewhirst, 17, of St Martins, 
near Oswestry, was a rugby-mad music 
scholar at Ellesmere College when he died 
from sudden cardiac death in 2012. 

He would be turning 21 in the new year 
and his friends and family have decided to 
remember him with a special concert. 

His mum Sue Dewhirst said: “Matthew 
would have been 21 on January 14 and as 
he was a music scholar I thought it would 
be nice to do a birthday concert for him. 

“A lot of his friends who were also music 
scholars are now at university and are 
coming back to perform, and some that are 


music scholars there at the moment are 
going to perform as well.” 

Mrs Dewhirst and her husband Chris 
have raised thousands of pounds over the 
last three years after launching a fundrais¬ 
ing and health awareness campaign, saying 
a simple preventative health check could 
have saved Matthew’s life. 

The campaign has raised more than 
£30,000 and this money is being put to¬ 
wards a cardiac screening programme in 
Shropshire and Cheshire. 

The concert will be held at the Elles¬ 
mere College Arts Centre on January 16 at 
7.30pm. 

Tickets will cost £10 and include a wel¬ 
come drink and nibbles. To book visit elles-

BREEZE ABOUT 
TOWN 


Am I alone at feeling disgust 
at the South African court sys¬ 
tem which allowed convicted 
murderer Oscar Pistorious to 
walk out on bail this week as he 
awaits sentence? And I wonder 
if I am also alone at feeling even 
more disgust at the published 
images of him smiling joyous¬ 
ly as he walked to freedom yet 
again, even though he had been 
found guilty of shooting his 
beautiful girlfriend Reeva Steen- 
kamp through a locked toilet 
door. Last week the court over¬ 
turned Pistorious’s earlier man¬ 
slaughter conviction in the case 
and found him guilty of murder. 
The double amputee, who has 
competed in both the Olympics 
and the Paralympics, had served 
one year of a five-year sentence 
for the killing, and was serving 
out the rest under house arrest in 
his uncle’s home in Pretoria. That 
house arrest means he is free 
to leave the house during des¬ 
ignated hours inside a 12 mile 
radius, and free to lead a com¬ 
fortable lifestyle. The moment 
he was found guilty of murder 
those benefits should have been 
stripped away and he should 
have been behind bars. Pistori¬ 
ous openly joked with his legal 
team as TV cameras captured 
every moment of Tuesday’s 
court hearing and although he 
has been electronically tagged 
he is set to remain free with his 
lawyers promising an appeal 
to the Constitutional Court, the 
country’s highest, a move that 
could delay the case for months. 
There should be no bail for a 
convicted murderer until such a 
conviction is overturned. While 
Pistorious continues to walk 
relatively free and showing lit¬ 
tle of the supposed remorse he 
displayed in the original trial the 
family of Reeva Steenkamp are 
forced to look on. Is there no jus¬ 
tice for them? 

The dangers of irresponsi¬ 
bly publishing on social media 
sites was never more evident to 
me than last week when one so 
called “publisher” chose to an¬ 
nounce the death of a very good 
friend of mine. Checking the 
facts never seemed to cross their 
minds. The facts are that, de¬ 
spite being unwell for some time, 
my friend is far from dead. In fact 
as they say, the news of his part¬ 
ing was greatly exaggerated. But 
much damage was caused by 
the totally irresponsible actions 
of a Facebook organisation set 
up to provide news and informa¬ 
tion. My friend’s family were in¬ 
undated with messages of sym¬ 
pathy and many well-wishers 
sent cards of condolence. The 
power of social media is instant 
and far-reaching. The results of 
publishing untruths can have 
devastating effects. There can 
be no excuse and let’s all hope 
the seriousness of this error and 
the distress it has caused will 
mean people think twice before 
pressing the “publish” button.

Plane discovery brings 
back memories of uncle 


The discovery of a war 
plane is of special signifi¬ 
cance to a Mid Wales man. 
GRAHAM BREEZE reports 

IT disappeared into the mud 
of a river in 1945, just another 
fighter plane lost in the Second 
World War. 

Now, the Soviet aircraft has re- 
emerged after a drought caused 
water levels to fall and allowed the 
Bzura River to reveal its dark se¬ 
crets. 

The discovery of the plane, believed to 
be a Ilyushin 11-2, might be thousands of 
miles from rural Mid Wales. 

Profound 

But it has had a profound effect on 
Welshpool church organist Andrey Chu¬ 
lovskiy. 

It means he has at last been able to 
bury the remains of his uncle, who was 
on board the aircraft when it came down. 

Mr Chulovskiy, the Russian-born or¬ 
ganist at St Mary’s Church, has always 
known that his uncle Eustace Chulovskiy 
was lost when his plane was shot down 
over Poland in 1945, but now his remains 
have been discovered. 

As river levels in Poland fell to record 
lows in a prolonged drought, the Soviet 
fighter plane with the remains of its 
three crew has been found in the river- 
bank, and Audrey’s uncle has at last been 
identified. 

Explorers found the remnants of the 
Soviet fighter plane in the Bzura River, a 
Vistula tributary, near the village of Ka- 
mion in central Poland. 

Remains of the three men on board 
have been removed and other pieces 
have been taken to a museum in nearby 
Wyszogrod.

“My Uncle Eustace was just 22 when 
his fighter plane, which was on a recon¬ 
naissance flight, went missing,” said 
62-year-old Andrey, who lives in New¬ 
town. 

“His parents and my mother, his sis¬ 
ter, went to their graves not knowing 
the whereabouts of his body.” 

Rest 

Andrey said at last some 70 years 
since his disappearance, his uncle’s re¬ 
mains could now be laid to rest. 

He added: “It was a tremendous 
shock when the email arrived asking if 
I was a relative of Eustace Chulovkiy 
and after I confirmed I was, another 
message came confirming that he had 
at last been found.” 

He said it was a huge relief to know 
that the family had closure on the trag¬ 


edy. He said: “My uncle’s sister Lydia is 
alive but not well enough to make the 
journey from Russia but she is very re¬ 
lieved that at last her brother has been 
found.” 

The head of the Wyszogrod museum, 
Zdzislaw Leszczynski, said parts of So¬ 
viet uniforms, a parachute, a sheepskin 
coat collar, parts of boots, a pilot’s TT 
pistol and radio equipment and a lot of 
heavy ammunition were found. 

The inscriptions on the control panel 
and the radio equipment are in Cyrillic. 

Mr Leszczynski said witnesses saw 
the plane being hit while flying low in 
January 1945. 

It crashed through the thick ice into 
the river. 

At the time, the German army was 
retreating towards Berlin before the 
Red Army’s advance. 

“Until now, the water level did not 


allow for the search and there was no 
one willing to enter this swamp,” he 
said. 

The Vistula, which flows 651 miles 
from the Beskidy Mountains to the Bal¬ 
tic Sea, was its at its lowest level since 
measurements started in the late 18th 
century. 

Russian embassy spokeswoman Vale¬ 
ria Perzhinskaya said the discovery was 
important and said the crew could be 
identified by the numbers on the wreck¬ 
age and properly buried. 

Andrey, a renowned pianist, has been 
in the UK since 2006 when he arrived 
as part of the Immigration Programme 
for Writers, Composers and Artists and 
has been organist at St Mary’s Church 
since 2009. 

Fighting 

About 600,000 Soviet troops were 
killed fighting the German army on Pol¬ 
ish territory. 

The battles on Polish territory were 
part of the ferocious conflict of the East¬ 
ern Front. 

The battles on the Eastern Front con¬ 
stituted the largest military confronta¬ 
tion in history. 

They were characterized by unprece¬ 
dented ferocity, wholesale destruction, 
mass deportations, and immense loss of 
life due to combat, starvation, exposure, 
disease, and massacres. 

The Eastern Front, as the site of 
nearly all extermination camps, death 
marches, ghettos, and the majority of 
pogroms, was central to the Holocaust. 

Of the estimated 70 million deaths at¬ 
tributed to Second World War, over 30 
million, many of them civilian, occurred 
on the Eastern Front. 

The Eastern Front conflict was deci¬ 
sive in determining the outcome of the 
Second World War, eventually serving as 
the main reason for Germany’s defeat. 

It resulted in the destruction of the 
Third Reich, the partition of Germany 
for nearly half a century and the rise of 
the Soviet Union.

FOR YOU 




Instead of my usual article, I 
thought it would be helpful to cir¬ 
culate an abridged version of my 
contribution to the Syria debate 
in the House of Commons. 

“I was in France and saw the 
stunned reaction of the French 
populace. There is no negotia¬ 
tion with those who gun down 
people going about their dai¬ 
ly business and in restaurants, 
or those who take a bomb to a 
crowded football stadium. Re¬ 
moving Daesh, therefore, is an 
absolute priority. If we are invit¬ 
ed by our severely damaged and 
hurt allies and neighbours, the 
French, to bring special technol¬ 
ogy, it is a terrible dereliction that 
we do not involve ourselves and 
offer that technology. 

In the past couple of days, I 
have talked to some very experi¬ 
enced allied generals. There is no 
doubt whatever that having the 
UK playing a full part in a coa¬ 
lition, bringing intelligence, plan¬ 
ning and experience, does give 
an intangible moral and philo¬ 
sophical boost to the campaign. 
I am clear that this is about the 
safety of our citizens. We are 
better off if we engage in this 
activity. The entities of Syria and 
Iraq were created in the 1920s 
out of elements of the Ottoman 
Empire. When the Kurds—there 
were about 19 million then and 
there are about 30 million now- 
emerged from the First World 
War, they were promised a coun¬ 
try. They did not get one. We are 
living with the consequences of 
what was decided then. 

We should follow what the 
current Prime Minister is doing in 
Iraq in talking about functioning 
federalism. We need to give the 
ethnic groups security within the 
old post-World War One bound¬ 
aries. If we look at how the Otto¬ 
mans did it, they left the locals 
to run their own show. There is a 
clear breakdown in Iraq whereby 
significant autonomy is provid¬ 
ed within these entities, and this 
is already happening with the 
Kurds. My proposal is that we 
do not rearrange the post-World 
War One boundaries. We should 
work very closely with the locals 
in the Vienna negotiations, with 
the clear intent that at the end 
of the process, having removed 
Daesh by military means, we will 
have an entity that will allow lo¬ 
cal ethnic and religious groups 
to have real loyalty to the area 
where they live. 

I shall support the motion to¬ 
night, but I urge the Government 
in the Vienna negotiations to 
look at how to bring in the Sunni 
and other local powers in order 
to establish a long-term solu¬ 
tion. We have to look to the long 
term; there is no short-term fix. 
Ultimately, there will have to be 
an international presence to help 
grow these local institutions, but 
we must build them around the 
local ethnic groups.”

SO where do you want to put Shropshire’s 
accident and emergency unit? 

Future Fit, the ill-fated review which 
makes the Iraq War inquiry look positively 
speedy, was set up in 2013 to work out 
Shropshire’s future health strategy. 

Alas, it’s been ensnared in a huge row 
over who will have the county’s single 
A&E: Royal Shrewsbury Hospital or Prin¬ 
cess Royal Hospital in Telford. Shrewsbury 
unsurprisingly wants the A&E in Shrews¬ 
bury while Telford wants it in, you guessed 
it, Telford. 

A third place compromise was ruled out 
as too expensive but no final decision on 


RSH vs PRH has yet been made, despite a 
reported Future Fit bill of £2.2 million and 
counting. 

For now, Shrewsbury says it’s the right 
place for locals and it also serves Wales, 
while Telford points to its young and grow¬ 
ing population. 

I suspect the final answer expected next 
summer will be Telford as bureaucrats tend 
to be swayed by big numbers. 

But if I’ve learnt anything from 30 years 
as a journalist, it’s to never underestimate 
random or even zany factors in deciding 
future action. I love the apparently true 
Robbie Savage anecdote when doctors were 


trying to decide if the football star had con¬ 
cussion after being injured in a match. They 
used the time-honoured question: “Who’s 
the prime minister, Robbie?” Savage, who 
took little interest in politics and had no 
idea on a good day, said he didn’t know and 
concussion was wrongly diagnosed. 

Whatever they decide, like the vast ma¬ 
jority of readers my own experience is that 
Shropshire’s hospitals are simply great. 
The problem is a lack of money. Whichever 
way they go, it’s not Future Fit, it’s Future 
Miserable.

Hillfort campaigners set 
to stage demonstration

CAMPAIGNERS battling plans to 
build homes close to Oswest¬ 
ry’s Iron Age hillfort will hold a 
demonstration outside Shirehall 
in Shrewsbury. 

Members of the Hands Off Old 
Oswestry Hillfort group will greet 
councillors as they arrive to ratify 
Shropshire Council’s planning blue¬ 
print SAMDev. 

They have reiterated their desire to take 
the authority to a judicial review if plans 
to build 117 homes close to the hillfort are 
retained in the document. 

They claim the proposed development, 
named on the document as OSW004, would 
breach a long-respected town boundary en¬ 
closing the scheduled hillfort. 

The SAMDev plan, which governs hous¬ 
ing development in the county up until 
2026, is expected to be approved at a meet¬ 
ing on Thursday next week. The demon¬ 
stration will take place at 9am ahead of 
the meeting. Neil Phillips, a member of 
HOOOH, said: “Shropshire Council may 
be hoping to sign over our heritage to the 
bulldozer and escape the fallout during the 
Christmas break. But we have a prominent 
legal firm briefed and ready to launch a ju¬ 
dicial review if the site remains in SAMDev. 

“The Old Oswestry campaign has never 
been a ‘nimby’ or anti-housing protest. It 
has only ever been about the heritage. Dur¬ 
ing consultation, stakeholders including 
Oswestry Town Council asked Shropshire 
Council planning officers to review housing 
sites in Oswestry and implement better 
protection for the hill fort setting, but they 
have refused.”

Burglar of 
mansion had 
killed man, 
court is told 

A MAN who admitted burgling a 
mansion near Welshpool had a few 
months earlier killed an antiques 
dealer who was tied up and beaten at 
his home. 

Harvey Munford stole a Mercedes 
car, a silver £5,000 clock, jewellery, 
riding jackets and other property 
from a Grade I-listed mansion on an 
estate near Welshpool. 

He was jailed for seven years and 
four months to run concurrently to 
his life sentence of a minimum 32 
years. He pleaded guilty to burglary 
of the mansion and 38 similar offences 
in Surrey were considered. 

Elen Owen, prosecuting, told Caer¬ 
narfon Crown Court the mansion was 
burgled at night in April 2013 de¬ 
spite sophisticated security including 
CCTV cameras. 

Entry had been made on to the es¬ 
tate through a field and CCTV footage 
showed two intruders in the building 
for a couple of hours. 

When Munford was arrested his 
laptop computer was examined 
and revealed internet search terms 
“stately homes in Wales” and “stately 
homes for sale in Wales.” 

Munford was imprisoned for life on 
April 1 last year, after being convicted 
of the murder of jewellery designer 
and antiques dealer Michael Griffiths, 
who was tortured at his home in West 
Sussex. 

Jonathan Page, for Munford, told 
Judge Michael Burr that his client 
would be in jail until he was about 57 
or 58. 

Judge Burr told Munford he had 
been involved in burglaries between 
2006 and 2013 involving a very con¬ 
siderable amount of cash and prop¬ 
erty. The Mid Wales mansion had four 
occupants.

Baby unit at 
hospital to 
remain open 

A MATERNITY unit used by many 
families in the Oswestry area will not 
close, health chiefs have said. 

Betsi Cadwaladr University Health 
Board has recommended that none of 
its maternity units should close in¬ 
cluding the one at Wrexham Maelor 
Hospital. 

The report into women’s and ma¬ 
ternity services said that “significant 
strides” have been made in the safety 
of maternity provision in the region. 

The process to close the maternity 
units at either Ysbyty Gian Clwyd 
in Bodelwyddan, Ysbyty Gwynedd 
in Bangor, or Wrexham Maelor was 
launched earlier this year. 

Geoff Ryall-Harvey, chairman of 
North Wales Community Health 
Council said: “I think this is a prag¬ 
matic and sensitive solution. This is 
people power in action.” 

In its formal response to the health 
board’s consultation the CHC said 
that it had concerns about the lack 
of independent evidence in support of 
the health board’s proposals. 

Aled Roberts, AM for North Wales, 
said: “Thankfully, pressure from the 
public and politicians has ensured 
that Betsi has stopped short of taking 
a v ery unpopular decision.” _

Assessment unit 
service altered 

CHILDREN needing treatment at 
Royal Shrewsbury Hospital on week¬ 
ends will now see a children’s doctor 
within A&E after the closure of a spe¬ 
cialised assessment unit.

The needs are very different 
at the weekend from weekdays so it 
makes sense to provide the full service 
from within the A&E department and 
urgent care centre.”

Public asked to have 
say on cost of policing

RESIDENTS of Welshpool are 
being invited to have their say 
on how much they pay for their 
police. 

Policing is funded largely by two 
sources - the Home Office and house¬ 
holders through a council tax element 
known as the police precept. 

Police and Crime Commissioner for Dy- 
fed-Powys, Christopher Salmon, sets the 
precept and would like to know what the 
public are happy to pay in 2016/17. 

Currently, the Dyfed-Powys precept at 
council tax band D is £200.07. 

This helps deliver a 2015/16 police budget 
of £93.332m. Last April saw the precept fall 
by five per cent. A public survey has now 
been launched by Mr Salmon. 

He said: “I want views on what precept 
level the public feel is appropriate for 
next year. I urge householders across Car¬ 
marthenshire, Ceredigion, Pembrokeshire 
and Powys to take part in my survey. 

“We live in difficult economic times but 
all want to stay safe - and that means chal¬ 
lenges for us all. Government funding for 
police forces continues to fall and one of my 
priorities here is to spend wisely.” 

The quickfire poll can be completed anon¬ 
ymously online, by email and by mail. It’s 
available in English and Welsh. It closes at 
midnight on January 8. The results will be 
collated and the precept will be issued in 
February after consideration by the Police 
and Crime Panel, the independent body 
which scrutinises Mr Salmon’s work.

Firms given 
warning over 
office waste 

A RECYCLING company is warn¬ 
ing businesses they could be putting 
themselves and their customers at 
risk of serious fraud if they don’t dis¬ 
pose of office waste correctly. 

Powys-based firm Parry and Evans 
said official Government crime statis¬ 
tics prove more needs to be done to 
prevent identity theft. 

The National Crime Statistics 
showed a nine per cent increase in 
fraud offences across England and 
Wales, with one in 12 adults be¬ 
coming a victim of the crime. Many 
frauds involve data and identity theft, 
and business waste can often provide 
rich-pickings for criminal gangs in¬ 
tent upon stealing and cloning iden¬ 
tities. Parry and Evans is part of the 
Spartacus Alliance - a nationwide 
group of recycling and waste manage¬ 
ment companies. 

Spartacus managing director Gary 
Tait said that commercial waste is 
often the source of identity crime, and 
is encouraging local companies to en¬ 
sure that they don’t become victims. 

He said: “Data is a key business 
asset, and should be afforded the 
same level of protection as other com¬ 
pany assets.”

Flying doctor 
service saves 
600 from death 

A FLYING doctor service with a base in Mid Wales has 
saved the lives of more than 600 people in its first six 
months. 

Missions carried out by the Emergency Medical Retrieval 
and Transfer Service (EMRTS) have included carrying out 
surgical procedures at the roadside, 21 blood and blood 
product transfusions and 82 emergency anaesthetics. 

Figures show more than a third of emergency calls - 38 
per cent - were to treat either heart attacks or patients in 
cardiac arrest, and one in five missions were to care for 
patients involved in road traffic collisions. 

The EMRTS, which has a base at Welshpool Airport, 
sees doctors and specialists go on board air ambulances and 
provide treatment at the scene of an incident usually only 
available in hospitals. 

Doctors first joined Wales Air Ambulance flights in April 
for the scheme - which also involves NHS Wales, the Welsh 
Government and the Welsh Blood Service. 

As well as adding consultants to flights, the enhanced 
service also introduced pioneering equipment and treat¬ 
ments developed from armed forces emergency medical 
care. 

This has included being among the first civilian services 
in Europe to carry three separate blood products, which 
allows the critical care team to provide blood transfusions 
at the scene of an emergency. 

Dr Ami Jones, a lead consultant specialising in anaes¬ 
thesia and intensive care medicine, said: “There have been 
some incredible cases where the availability of doctors at 
the scene of an incident has saved people’s lives, and the 
addition of blood products has been particularly impor¬ 
tant.”

THE name of Shropshire’s 
new £8m purpose-built care 
home has been revealed. 

The 90-bedroom facility cur¬ 
rently under construction on Sun- 
dorne Road, Shrewsbury, is to be 
known as Montgomery House. 

Staff and managers at not-for-profit 
care provider Coverage Care Services 
opted for the name thanks to the po¬ 
sition and history of the site on which 
it stands. 

Chief executive of Coverage Care, 
David Coull, said: “We think the name 
has a certain distinguished quality 
about it. Not only does the building 
stand adjacent to Montgomery Way, it 
is on the site of Shrewsbury’s former 
Territorial Army base, so a link to one 
of this country’s most famous gener¬ 
als, Bernard Montgomery, or Monty, is 
quite appropriate.” 

This will be the fifth purpose-built 
new home the organisation has 
created, following on from sites in 
Bridgnorth, Telford, Whitchurch and 
Oswestry. The home is expected to be 
operational by the end of next year, 
employing around 130 people and 
creating new jobs. It will serve as a 
replacement for the ageing Crowmoor 
House facility, in Monkmoor. Staff and 
service users from there will be mov¬ 
ing to Montgomery House. 

Construction is being carried out 
by Castlemead Group with financial 
backing from RBS, both of which have 
successfully partnered with Coverage 
Care Services on previous new-build 
projects. Mr Coull added: “This new 
site is the sum of all we have learned 
as^ar^organisatior^about^deliverin^ 


high quality new homes. We’re very 
excited that it now has a name because 
that’s the first step in the building de¬ 
veloping it’s own identity and place in 
the community. We’re looking forward 
to welcoming our first residents next 
year.” 

A turf cutting was held at the start 
of the year, where Coverage Care 
board members and staff were joined 
to mark the occasion by represent- 
atives of residents and staff from 


nearby Crowmoor House, which is 
operated by the Company Care but 
which will be replaced due to its age 
by the new home. 

Invited guests from the care sector, 
the developers, Castlemead Group, 
architects DWA and RBS, which is 
providing finance for the project, were 
also in attendance. 

Coverage Care Services operates 14 
sites around the county, many of them 
on behalf of the local authorities.

Views sought 
over future of 
village library 

RESIDENTS in Gobowen and the surrounding area have 
just over a week left to give their views on proposals for 
their local library. 

The proposals for Gobowen Library are being put for¬ 
ward following conversations between Shropshire Council 
and local residents to explore the best way to ensure the 
future sustainability of the library. 

The council has stressed that no decisions have been 
made yet, and there is still an opportunity for community 
organisations and residents to come up with alternative op¬ 
tions. Shropshire Council’s cabinet recently voted to offload 
12 of the county’s smaller libraries to community groups. 

Currently community groups are being sought to ensure 
libraries at Gobowen, Albrighton, Bayston Hill, Broseley, 
Cleobury Mortimer, Church Stretton, Ellesmere, Much 
Wenlock, Pontesbury, Shawbury, Shifnal and Wem have 
a future. 

The management of Bridgnorth, Ludlow, Market Dray¬ 
ton, Oswestry, Shrewsbury and Whitchurch libraries are 
set to be reviewed. The proposals are intended to save £1.1 
million from the authority’s £2.9 million libraries budge. 

People are being asked to consider and comment on 
various options including having Shropshire Council con¬ 
tinue to manage the library service, staff and building at 
Gobowen Library in its existing location in partnership 
with local organisations. Another option is for the library 
to remain under Shropshire Council management but with 
reduced opening hours. 

The consultation will run until December 20. 

Comments can be submitted online by going to Shrop¬ 
shire.gov.uk/get-involved and searching for Gobowen Li¬ 
brary. Residents can also pick up a questionnaire along 
with the proposals at Gobowen’s library, post office, the 
Co-op, primary school, Gobowen Pavilion and All Saints 
Church Hall. 


Power move leads 
to payout claims 


SURVEYORS are working 
on compensation claims for 
landowners and occupiers 
following a decision not to 
grant planning permission 
for four wind farms in Mid 
Wales. 

Kathryn Lewis, a char¬ 
tered surveyor with Oswest¬ 
ry-based Davis Meade 
Property Consultants, said: 
“In preparation for the pro¬ 
posed wind farms, surveys 
had been conducted across 
land in the path of the Mid 
Wales pylon route which 
would have connected the 
wind farms to a power sta¬ 
tion in north Shropshire. 

“The surveys had been 
running to monitor ecol¬ 
ogy along the route and al¬ 
though often non intrusive 
were a nuisance to the farm¬ 
ers affected.” 

Ms Lewis said compensa¬ 
tion claims will vary from 


client to client, but could 
include claiming for damage 
and disturbance associated 
with surveys, clients’ time, 
and damage to property as a 
result of the surveys. 

“Landowners and occupi¬ 
ers who have been affected 
should take advice from 
their agents about compen¬ 
sation and they should re¬ 
member that their agent’s 
fees are recoverable within 
the claim process,” she 
added. 

If the wind farms had 
been given the go-ahead, 
National Grid would have 
built a 33-mile power cable 
from Cefn Coch to Lower 
Frankton near Oswestry to 
take the energy generated to 
the national network. 

Campaigners said the 
power cable would have de¬ 
stroyed the tourism indus¬ 
try.

UNDERFLOOR heating systems 
have become a popular addition to 
many homes because they produce 
an even, consistent room tempera¬ 
ture, as well as a toasty floor. 

Wet underfloor heating works by cir¬ 
culating warm water through a series of 
pipes under the floor, connected to a boil¬ 
er or other heat source - usually a heat 
pump. 

The pipes don’t have to be laid in concrete. 

With some wet underfloor heating systems, 
the installer can lift up the existing floor cover¬ 
ing, fit the heating panels, lay plywood on top 
and replace the floor covering. 

Most types of floor covering are suitable for 
underfloor heating, including carpet, tiles, 
vinyl, laminate and engineered wood. 

You should check with the manufacturer if 
in doubt.

It works at a lower temperature to radiators, 
yet delivers the same level of comfort, saving 
you money because the boiler doesn’t have to 
work as hard and so uses less energy. 

A radiator heats the air immediately above 
it, with the heat rising and then falling in a cir¬ 
cular motion as it cools, whereas an underfloor 
system heats the entire room from the floor up. 

This reduces the constant air circulation 
caused by radiators, which creates draughts 
and distributes dust. 

If your home has a ground, air or water 
source heat pump, or you’re considering in¬ 
stalling one, this is the perfect partner for un¬ 
derfloor heating. 

Heat pumps work at their most efficient at 
low-water-output temperatures, so having a 
low-temperature heat emitter, such as under¬

floor heating, is ideal. Both heat pumps and 
boilers can heat water to the lowest tempera¬ 
ture required for underfloor heating, but heat 
pumps do it more efficiently than boilers. 

As wet underfloor heating systems are con¬ 
nected to your home’s boiler or heat pump, 
they can be cheaper to run than electric ver¬ 
sions. 

They also come with room (or zone) controls, 
so you can have some rooms (or zones, such 
as the ground floor) hotter than others, again, 
potentially saving you money. 

Another advantage of underfloor heating is 
that its space saving. 


Some rooms have little free wall space for 
radiators, but this clearly isn’t a problem if the 
heatings under the floor. 

It is, of course, important to get your under¬ 
floor heating from a reputable supplier. 

Some manufacturers guarantee their heat¬ 
ing pipes for up to 50 years - and to use a 
plumber or heating engineer with experience 
of fitting systems like yours. 

While prices vary from system to system 
and home to home, wet underfloor heating for 
a three-bedroom house costs around £2,100 to 
£2,600, according to Ask for Underfloor.

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Beautiful - 
but deadly 


WINTER means both beauty and 
death in the natural world. Most 
of time this sentiment is obvious. 
Snow and frost, icy cold, still 
mornings all look beautiful but of 
course every night that goes by 
sees a fresh tally of the deceased 
by morning. 

This is nature’s way and there’s lit¬ 
tle we can or should do about it. But 
there is one surprising floral species 
that exudes both beauty and mortal 
danger in December and what’s more, 
instead of the stark blues and whites 
that epitomise the splendour of a win¬ 
try scene in the Salopian landscape, 
there can occasionally be found a 
splash of intense colour. 

The hermaphrodite flowers of this plant 
are, in contrast to most other plants, rather 
inconspicuous in comparison to its fruits. 

Insect-pollinated in the spring, the blos¬ 
soms are small and yellowish green; barely 
noticeable. 

However from the moment of their polli¬ 
nation, they begin a profound change both 
in shape and colour. 

The capsular fruit ripens only in autumn 
and, as the plant is resilient to frosts and 
winds, can be enjoyed well into winter. 

These fruits are red to purple or pink in 
colour and when ripe, the four lobes split 
open to reveal beautiful orange seeds. 

It’s known as the spindle plant or spindle 
tree, as many attain a great size. 

It is native to Europe but many have 
been introduced to parks and gardens. Be

warned however, the tree offers a perfect 
winter nesting site for black aphids and is, 
therefore, unwelcome in many gardens. 

But it is not the spindle’s ability to har¬ 
bour aphids that makes it so deadly. 

The fruit, so striking amongst the dead 
leaves and empty twigs of most other 
nearby plants in winter, is poisonous, con¬ 
taining, amongst other substances, the al¬ 
kaloids theobromine and caffeine, as well as 
an extremely bitter terpene. 

Enticed 

Poisonings are more common in young 
children, who are almost sinisterly enticed 
by the brightly coloured fruits. 

Ingestion can result in liver and kidney 
damage and death. 

There has even been a reported instance 
of problems arising from working with the 
wood and so care is required to prevent in¬ 
halation of the sawdust. 

A deadly plant indeed, but one also that is 
traditionally important in our culture. 

European spindle wood (there are other 
species, such as Chinese spindle) is very 
hard, and can be cut to a sharp point.

William Turner, known by many as the

tury work on botany because he could not 
find an English name for it. So, he decided, 
the Dutch name, spilboome, may as well be 
used and that translates into spindle tree. 
So if you’re out for a brisk winter walk 
on a frosty morning this month, it may 
be worth not just revelling in the frozen 
wonder of the season, but keeping an eye 


out for a unique splash of colour amongst 
the hedgerows. However the old adage of 
‘look don’t touch’ may well be sound advice 
when confronting a fruiting spindle tree. 

Ben’s last art shows of the year will take 
place in Shrewsbury’s Square this Satur¬ 
day and on December 19, from 9am until

Refugees plans 
laid down as area 
gets ready to help 

’TOWNS across Mid Wales coula welcome Syrian refugees 
in the spring as part of the Welsh response to the refugee 
crisis. 

Powys County Council said Newtown has been flagged up 
as one of the towns which has the resources to be able to 
handle an influx of refugees and provide the needed hous¬ 
ing, health and education for the refugees. 

Councillor Darren Mayor, Powys County Council cabinet 
member for housing and property, said the council is com¬ 
mitted to welcoming refugees as part of the second wave 
to be received in Wales as part of the Syrian Vulnerable 
Persons Relocation Scheme. 

He said: “The council and its partners, which include 
Powys teaching Health Board, Dyfed Powys Police, the 
DWP, Powys Association of Voluntary Organisations and 
housing associations, met recently to discuss the county’s 
response to the crisis. 

“We have identified Newtown and Ystradgynlais as com¬ 
munities that are well placed to receive Syrian refugees 
because of the availability of family housing and capacity 
in local schools. 

“The first families, who are currently living in refugee 
camps in areas surrounding Syria, are expected to arrive in 
Ystradgynlais before the end of March 2016. 

“The families will be prioritised by the UNHCR, screened 
by the Home Office and housed in available family sized so¬ 
cial housing owned and managed by either the council or a 
housing association partner. 

“The support already shown by Powys residents for the 
refugees is very heartening and we will seek to co-ordinate 
the offers of support made by groups and members of the 
public in the coming weeks.” 

The costs of accommodating and supporting families in 
the first 12 months of their stay will be funded by the Home 
Office, using funds from the Foreign Aid budget, the coun¬ 
cil said. 

Both Powys County Council and Shropshire Council said 
they would do all they could to help the refugees after the 
issue became a crisis earlier this year. 

The crisis led campaigners in Oswestry to stage an infor¬ 
mation day in September. 

Organisers of the Refugees Welcome in Oswestry event 
said the overwhelming majority of people who stopped 
to talk and take away information were positive about 
Oswestry welcoming genuine refugees.

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Supercar now even better

How to improve one of the most 
popular supercars on European 
roads was the dilemma facing de¬ 
signers at Audi - but somehow 
they have managed to make the 
all-new R8 even better. 

The VI0 supercar is arriving in UK 
showrooms this month with advanced 
new Quattro all-wheel-drive, up to 61 OPS 
and a breathtaking top speed of 205mph. 

This second generation R8 comes in two 
models, both featuring VI0 engines - one with 
532bhp, the other with 602bhp. The entry level 
VI0, costs £119,500, while the VI0 Plus model 
starts at £134,500, though the Plus version just 
tested was packed with extras to take the price 
up to a staggering £153,350. 

When we’re talking supercars you clearly 
need to know how it performs so you won’t 
be disappointed to hear there’s 0-62mph in 
3.2 seconds, 0-124mph in 9.9 seconds and a 
205mph top speed. You also won’t be disap¬ 
pointed to hear that it sticks to the road like 
glue. There could have been no better loca¬ 
tion to test its handling abilities than the de¬ 
manding roads of the Cote de-A’zur where 
the results were as near as it gets to a real-life 
version of Scalextrix thanks to the quatrro all¬ 
wheel drive and variable torque control. 

Audi has achieved all this because the chas¬ 
sis is stiffer and the four-wheel drive system 
is smarter, while the engines produce more 
energy yet burn less fuel despite the 5.2-litre 
block being unchanged. Other improvements 
include a stunning virtual cockpit, Audi drive 


select to allow the individual to choose his or 
her own performance level, Audi connect for 
Internet services, and all- round parking assist 
-- a must as the R8 is wider than you would 
expect and the last thing you want is to scratch 
the valuable alloy wheels. 

Inside the cabin it’s as near perfect as it can 
get. The Audi cockpit is set in a free-standing 
housing with all the information displayed on 
a 12.3inch screen and everything controlled 
from the multifunction steering wheel via a se¬ 
ries of well pos itioned buttons. You control the 
information and entertainment facilities from 
the wheel and the drive select system which 
means you can adjust exhaust noise and 
adjustable flaps alongside the performance 
mode selection. 

Night time driving has been improved with 
the introduction of optional laser light tech¬ 
nology. The standard LED lights are strong 
enough but the laser system takes things to 
a new level. The £3,000 additional cost may 
prove too much for some though. 

To improve fuel economy and enhance out¬ 
put, the latest VI0 engine gains indirect fuel 
injection to complement its FSI direct petrol in¬ 
jection, and also features cylinder on demand 
technology for the first time. In simple terms 
the system shuts off one of the two cylinder 
banks by deactivating injection and ignition. 

The R8 VI0 can return up to 24.8mpg with 
C02 emissions of 272 grams per kilometre 
- equivalent values for the R8 VI0 plus are 
23.0mpg and 287 grams per kilometre. I sus¬ 
pect you’ll need to keep your foot off the ac¬ 
celerator to achieve these figures though. The 
figures represent an improvement in economy 
of up to 13 per cent compared to previous 
models. 


A new freewheeling or ‘coasting’ function 
built into the seven-speed S tronic transmis¬ 
sion fitted to both versions also boosts efficien¬ 
cy, while the newly developed quattro drive 
system transmits the power to the road with 
even greater adaptability. 

Both versions are fitted with 19-inch wheels 
in exclusive designs as standard, and in the 
VI0 plus these are combined as standard with 
ceramic brake discs offering even more as¬ 
sured stopping power. 

On the outside, the VI0 is equipped with 


an electrically extending spoiler, while the R8 
VI0 plus gains a large fixed rear wing in car¬ 
bon sigma, matching the finish of its heated 
and folding exterior mirrors, sideblades, front 
spoiler lip and rear diffuser. 

To add visual impact to the mid-mounted 
10-cylinder engine, both 540PS and 610 PS 
versions feature an interior LED lighting pack¬ 
age which illuminates the glass-covered en¬ 
gine compartment and the footwells. 

The test car checked in at £132,715 but if 
you can afford that you’ll certainly be tempt¬ 


ed to add a reversing camera, gloss engine 
trim, laser lights, a storage package, sports 
exhaust, dynamic steering, magnetic ride, 
pneumatic seat adjustment, Alacantra headlin¬ 
ing, a leather package, cruise control, a Bang 
& Olufsen sound system and a phone system. 

Add delivery charge and road fund licence 
fee of £1,100 and the price totalled £153,650. 

If you want one you’ll have to move quickly 
because enthusiasts have already pre-ordered 
300 vehicles and Audi only expects to have a 
total of 450 for sale in the UK.

THE New Saints made a convincing 
start to their defence of the JD Welsh 
Cup after sweeping aside Aberyst¬ 
wyth Town 3-0 in the third round at a 
blustery Park Hall.

OSWESTRY is hailing a new champion after Elite 
Martial Arts star Ollie Morris landed the Lion- 
heart British Championship title. 

The semi-professional fighter landed the belt, 
the club’s fifth since 2013, after defeating An¬ 
thony Holmes in Cannock in a unanimous deci¬ 
sion. 

Morris, 19, was praised by head coach and club 
owner Richard Cosgrove for his dedication, appli¬ 
cation and fine performance. 

Cosgrove, himself a pro fighter, said: “It was a 
really good performance and a massive achieve¬ 
ment for Ollie. 

“He qualified for the belt with some good wins 
and was challenged by a very good fighter. 

“His opponent was from a very well-known 
gym, Simkin MMA, who have produced world 
champions, but we were confident.” 

Morris secured an early take down in round 
one, but as his opponent used the cage to regain 
a grip, the Elite fighter was able to again floor 
Holmes. 

He followed that up with superior boxing tech¬ 
nique to avoid a number of jabs and land consec¬ 
utive upper cuts. 

The-19-year again dominated the second round,

having the better of the exchanges and landing 
some vicious punches. 

In the third and final round, Morris successfully 
evaded a submission attempt from his opponent 
before recovering and again taking the initiative. 

Morris won the British crown with a unanimous 
decision. 

“It is by far Ollie’s standout moment so far,” 
the head coach added. “We were training six days 
a week while watching his nutrition, diet and 
weight. 

“I’d say it was one of the best performances in 
our club’s history to date. 

“He was dominant in every aspect of his per¬ 
formance, standing, wrestling and jujitsu. It went 
all the way on points but it was unanimous and a 
clear victory. He got caught and was almost put in 
submission but he hung out and waited. 

“It was an intelligent fight and at this level you 
have to be, you have to use your entire skill set. 
There are fine margins, it’s about cardio and not 
just core strength and your knowledge of fight¬ 
ing.” 


Morris’ record now stands at 5-1, but even after 
his most impressive victory to date in taking down 
28-year-old Holmes for the national belt, Cosgrove 
is in no rush to shunt his prize asset into the lime¬ 
light. 

Cosgrove added: “He’s semi-pro and there are 
so many different classes in the sport. We’re not 
going to put him into professional yet. We want 
to build up his portfolio. We had Ollie start as a 
14-year-old junior and now he’s a British cham¬ 
pion. 

“Oswestry is a small town and it’s an impres¬ 
sive achievement. I want it to pass the message 
that if you believe you can do it then you can 
achieve things.” 

Elite Martial Arts now has between 80 and 100 
members, coached by Cosgrove and former pro 
Mick Broster. 

Morris was not the only Elite member to put on 
an impressive display in Cannock as Jacob True¬ 
man, 24, Lee Davis, 26, and Sam Nelson, 22, all 
put in a string of competitive amateur fights. 

Sixteen-year-old brothers Aaron and Luke 
Johnson both fought, with Aaron taking down a 
28-year-old opponent in the third round to secure 
victory.

CHAMPIONS The New Saints will be 
relishing the chance to renew acquaint¬ 
ance with one of the former giants of 
Welsh football, Barry Town United, in 
the fourth round of the Welsh Cup. 

Barry were the dominant force of 
the League of Wales in the mid-1990s 
and early 2000s, only to fall from grace 
in spectacular fashion as the Saints 
emerged the side to beat in the past dec¬ 
ade.
